NATIONAL RIFLE AND PISTOL 
GALLERY MATCHES

Gencral—The butt of the rifle must be 
placed against the shoulder on the outside 
of the coat. A firm flat pad (gymnasium 
mat) may be placed on the floor of the 
gallery. Those portions of shooter’s body, 
supporting his weight, must be entirely on 
the mat (both feet in standing position, 
left foot and right knee and foot or left 
knee and foot in kneeling position, both 
feet and buttocks in the sitting position, 
both elbows. chest and pelvie bones in 
prone position). Artificial support means 
any supporting surface other than the 
ground or some such flat firm surface. It 
also means shooting coat pads and gloves 
of more than moderate thickness or size. 

Standing: Ereet on both feet, no other 
portion of the body reeeiving artificial sup 
port. The gun sling may not be used and 
shall be adjusted to what is known as the 
parade position. The forward hand shall 


be extended, so that the arm, elbow, and 
upper arm, will be entirely free from touch- 
ing or resting against the body. 

Kneeling: The weight of the body shall 
be supported on right knee and foot (or 
left knee and foot and right foot). Sit- 
ting on side of foot instead of heel is per 
mitted. The use of a pad of any kind 
under ankle or instep is prohibited. The 
rifle will be supported by both hands and 
one shoulder only. The elbow of the hand 
engaged in operating the trigger must be 
free from all support. The sling may be 
used in connection with one arm only. 

Sitting: Weight of body supported on 
buttocks and feet. No other portion of the 
body to touch the ground, Rifle will be 
supported by both hands and one shoulder. 
Legs may be apart or crossed. 

Prone: Rifle supported by both hands 
and one shoulder only. No portion of the 
arms below the elbow shall rest upon the 
ground or any artificial support nor may 
any portion of the rifle or body rest 
against any artificial support. 

Gun Sling: Mechanical sling keepers are 
permitted. The use of a hook, button or

MARINES SINK SAILORS, 20-0

San Diego, Nov. 21. Scoring three di 
rect hits through the air after continual 
pounding at the line had gained them 
nothing, the San Diego Marines gained a 
20-to-0 victory over a plucky USS California 
eleven at Lane Field, but were foreed to 
the limit to win. In some respects the 
game was reminiscent of the old-time serv 
ice tussles. There were the usual grand 
stand brawls, good-natured jibing between 
Marine and sailor fans. 

The California line was one of the best 
forward walls seen here this year. Loaded 
to the hilt with 200-pounders from tackle 
to tackle, the sailor line wouldn’t give an 
inch in the first period—in fact, they tore 
huge holes in the Marines’ line, and got 
within seoring territory—celose enough to 
try a field goal and miss. Again the 
sailors drove the Marines back as Bozo 
Axeell and St. Louis Berger ripped the 
Devildog forward wall to shreds. Just 
when it appeared that they were going to 
score, Quarterback Bob Griffin, of the Ma 
rines, grabbed one of Berger’s passes on 
his own 15-yard line. 

A 50-yard drive early in the seeond pe 
riod failed as the sailors put on a re 
markable goal-line stand. Again the Ma 
rines rolled down the field, and this time 
would not be denied. A 19-yard run by 
Bob Trometter; a pass, John Callaham 
to C. Griffin, gained 12 more to put the 
ball on the 25-yard line, and another pass, 
Joe Crouch to Arne Arneson in the end 
zone was good for a seore. Callaham eon 
verted from placement. There was no more 
scoring in the first half, although the 
Marines advanced to the l-yard line, and 
with five seconds to play, Arneson shot 
off tackle for what looked like a_ touch 
down, but he fumbled en route and Phil 
lips recovered for the sailors. 

In the third period, the sailors got their 
second wind, and it appeared that they 
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might score as they drove 35 yards down 
the field. But the Marines checked them 
before they reached the danger zone. 
Crouch, Don Gibson and Trometter al 
ternated in packing the ball down the 
field 40 yards to the Sailors’ 19-yard 
stripe. A pass, Callaham of Gibson, was 
good for 12 yards, and another pass from 
Callaham to Gibson, scored six more points. 
Callaham’s try for the extra point was 
wide, 

The doughty Californians continued to 
knock at the Marines’ door in the fourth 
period, but a fumble on the Devildog’s 
35-yard line was recovered by Hettinger, 
Marine end. ‘Trometter and Dale Sibel 
hit the battleship line for 20 yards in 
two tries; then Trometter toured end for 
11 more. Crouch passed to Hettinger for 
a first down on the navy 25, and Arneson 
then dropped back to throw a perfe et strike 
to Trometter in the end zone for the third 
touchdown, Rountree converted, 

The Marines, as usual, had a galaxy of 
star performers, with Arneson, Gibson, 
Crouch, and Callaham standing out among 
the backs; and Hettinger, Rich, Sabol, 
and C, Griffin best in the line.

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November 10, 1775, by aet of Congress, 
thus making it the oldest arm of the 
United States military service.

The organization is composed of 
civilians who devote one evening a week 
throughout the year to instruction and 
training as part of the national defense 
program. The company attends annual 
training eamp at the Marine Base in 
San Diego each summer. 

Membership is limited to men between 
the ages of 17 and 35, who ean pass a 
rigid physical examination. No previous 
experience is required. At present there 
are nine vacancies in the company. 

Membership does not interfere in any 
way with civilian pursuits. <A eall to active 
duty may only be made on the declaration 
of a national emergency by the President

war by the national Congress.

INTER-BATTALION COMPETITIONS 
INCLUDED IN WINTER-SPRING 
PLANS OF BROOKLYN'S RESERVES 


TRONG efforts to bring about active 
inter-battalion and inter-city military, 
athletic and social contacts between 
reserve battalions are being made by 
srooklyn’s Third Battalion at the Navy 
Yard as a part of its most extensive Winter 
Spring schedule ever undertaken. Feeling 
that the sole contact between Battalions at 
summer encampments is insufficient to en 
gender close relationships, Major B. S. Bar 
ron and his officers and men are endeavor 
ing to establish active contacts with each 
of the other organizations along the north 
eastern coast from Boston to Washington. 

Four battalions are within easy travelling 
distanee of each other, the First and Third 
being in greater New York, the Fourth in 
New Jersey, and the Sixth in Philadelphia. 
The Seeond, in Boston, also will be econ- 
tacted with a view of exchanging visits of 
one sort or other, as will the Fifth in Wash 
ington. In this way it is believed the rela 
tionship between all eastern Battalions, their 
officers and men, will be strongly cemented 


in the common interest of the Reserve. 
Athleties and social events provide the 
greatest opportunities for such inter-battal 
ion contacts, and the Third is seheduling the 
basketball teams of the Jersey, Philadelphia 
and Washington organizations on its pres 
ent schedule, the games to be followed by 
a general get-together of officers and men 
of each unit. A similar invitation is being 
sent to the Seeond, at Boston. In the past 
individual officers and men of the First, 
Third, Fourth and Sixth battalions have at 
tended various military and social fune 
tions, but there has been no complete inter 
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battalion schedule of contacts. It is hoped 
that before the coming summer encamp 
ment, several get-together between bat 
talions can be effected. 

In commenting upon the idea, Major Bar 
ron said: ‘*Just seeing an outfit, its officers 
and men for two weeks during the year, does 
not give the full benefit of contact such as 
Marines should always have. If it is possi 
ble for units to visit other organizations and 
see the physical setup, the problems and the 
advantages which various outfits have, the 
entire Reserve will benefit by such knowledge 
of its own units. Units of the Marine Corps 
always have been relatively eloser to each 
other than have units of the other military 
groups. The Reserve ought to follow this 
idea, and we of the Third are eager to do 
all we can toward the general cause of inter 
battalion relationships.’’ 

Ritle comp tition between units, joint mil 
itary problems or funetions ean all be in 
eluded in such a schedule, it is believed, and 
athletic competition will result in keen in 
terest by the men of the units as well as 
the general publie. 

With all the individual units of the Third 
having been through their inspection by 
Major Knapp, USMC, and having come off 
with ereditable showings, the Battalion has 
settled down to the post-holiday routine, 
which will be interspersed with individual

Organized in 1798, quartered under can 
vas the City of Philadelphia, the then 


Capital of the United States, the Marine 
Band gave concerts until the removal of 
the Capital to Washington, in 1800. 

On New Year’s Day, 1801, the Band 
made its ofticial debut when President 
Adams received at the Presidential Man 
Sion, This act established a custom, for 
ever since then the band has played a 
coneert to the President on New Year’s 
Day. The Commandant of the Marine 
Corps is also serenaded in front of his 
quarters on the first day of each year. 

The Band numbers some four score musi- 
cians, each capable of playing more than 
one instrument. They are called upon for 
practically all official ceremonies; they
